During the calendar year ending December 31, 1900, the number of volumes 
actually received at the Library (including exchange) was 33,145, and of pamphlets, 
41,222. 

The number of volumes catalogued was 57,219, and of pamphlets, 34,608. The 
total number of cards written was 215,776. 

The total number of readers during the calendar year was 120,606, and the 
number of volumes consulted was 596,641, not including those used at the free 
reference shelves. 

There are now on the shelves of the Astor and Lenox Buildings of the Library, 
available for readers, 517,363 volumes and 162,252 pamphlets. 

During the month of December the exhibits at the Astor Building were of 
prints of plate, and arms and armor, and old maps of New York State, and at the 
Lenox the Whistler Exhibit was continued. On January 21st there will be opened 
at the Lenox Branch an exhibition of books, manuscripts, maps, plans, views, etc., 
relating to the City of New York. Besides this general historical material there 
will be also on exhibition the Dongan and Montgomerie Charters of the City of 
New York, the custody of which belongs to the Controller of the City, and which | 
are, for safe keeping, deposited in the Lenox Building.

The Board of Aldermen has been in existence since the 
restoration in 1675. From 1675 to 1684 the legislative body of 
the city consisted of one chamber, viz.: the Board of Alder- 
men. From 1684 to 1874 two chambers constituted the munic- 
ipal assembly, and they were called respectively from 1684 to 
1685 Aldermen and Board of Common Councilmen; from 1686 
to 1853 Aldermen and Assistants; from 1854 to 1868 Aldermen 
and Board of Councilmen; and from 1869 to 1874 Aldermen 
and Board of Assistant Aldermen. Pursuant to the laws of 
1873 as amended by sect. 1, chap. 515 of the laws of 1874, the 
Board of Aldermen, after January 1, 1875, alone constituted 
the Common Council of the city of New York. The file of 
the Documents in the City Hall Library is complete from vol- 
ume 1 to the end in 1879.

[BoARD OF SUPERVISORS. | 


The county of New York is coextensive with the city of New 
York as it existed before the enactment of the charter of 1897. 
The Board of Supervisors of the city and county of New York 
was created in 1787, by the act passed March 21. The Board 
was composed of the mayor, recorder and aldermen, and its 
functions were largely the supervision of taxes. The act of 
March 21, 1787, continued in force until the passage of the 
act of April 9, 1813. by which the supervisors of New York 
county were vested with the same general powers as supervi- 
sors of other counties; amended by acts of April 23, 1823; April 
6, 1825; April 20, 1830; and 1833. By the act of April 15, 1857, 
the Mayor and Recorder ceased to be members of the Board of 
Supervisors: The Board, by this act, was reduced to twelve 
members elected by popular vote; amended by act of April 17, 
1858. 

Bv act of April 30, 1874, the powers and duties of the Board 
of Superyisors were transferred to the Board of Aldermen. 
The duty to estimate and apportion taxes was by the laws of 
1873 (sec. 112) vested in the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment.

The paper was printed by James Parker until 1753, when he 
took into partnership W. Weyman; in Feb., 1759, the partner- 
ship was dissolved, Weyman starting Weyman’s New Vork 
Gazette, and Samuel Parker, a nephew of James, continuing 
the Post-Boy with Samuel Parker added to the title,changing 
it later to Parker's New-York Gazette, or, The Weekly 
Post-Boy. On July 7, 1760, James Parker resumed printing 
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in partnership with John Holt,which ceased May 6, 1762,when 
Holt leased the office, and continued to publish the paper with- 
out Parker’s name in the title. On Oct. 16, 1766, Holt began 
an independent paper, The New-York Journal, or, General 
Advertiser, and James Parker resumed sole control of the 
Gazette, publishing it until his death, June 24, 1770.
